T HE  period  has  undoubtedly  arrived,  when  the  widely  extended  and  diversified  Province  of  Upper  Canada 
Bliould  take  its  proper  str.tion  amongst  the  most  enlightened  con;munities  of  North  America,  by  an  oxhibitioa 
of  all  its  capabilities,  both  in  respect  of  ita  natural  advantages  and  resources,  as  well  as  by  a  suitablo  dispiay  of 
itB  various  natural  productions,  and  the  more  refined  attainments  of  its  inhabitants. 

Hitherto  it  has  been  almost  the  only  large  division  of  this  vast  Continent  without  its  public  Muskum,  or 
placo  of  deposit  for  epecimens  of  its  riches  in  the  varioua  departments  of  Natural  History  ;  tUthough  there 
are  fewcountries  morereplete  Tvjth  the  weaith  of  the  animal,  vegetable,  andmineral,  'hgdoms  ;  and  it  certamly 
does  not  redound  much  to  our  praise,  that  whilst  almost  every  town  in  the  neighbourin  /  republic  ha?  its  Museum, 
the  metropolis  of  Upper  Canada  ia  without  any  establishment  of  the  kind. 

An  attempt,  it  is  irue,  was  maae  by  a  few  individuals,  not  many  years  ago,  tc  found  a  Muskum  and  Insti- 
TirfB  of  Natural  Historv  and  Philosophy,  somcthing  on  tho  plan  now  proposed  ;  amongst  whom,  Drs.  Dunlop 
and  Reks,  and  the  writer  of  thia  Address,  took  tho  load,  with  the  sanction  and  approbation  of  8ir  John  Colbornk, 
who  kindly  consented  to  become  its  patron ;  but  the  scheme,  as  a  public  thing,  failed,  from  cauaea  ihat  will  not 
bear  expliination. 

The  writer  of  iliis  AdtJress,  who  hais  feeii  engaged  a  iiure  Ihaa  toily  years  ■aihe  pursuili*  ofNAXuiiAii 
HisTORY,  could  have  cont/ibuted  largely  to  thc  formation  of  suchan  institution  from  his  own  resources,  being 
ihen  in  possession  of  the  most  extensive  collections  in  the  Province,  in  almost  every  departinent  of  the  science, 
and  he  was  most  ready  (as  he  has  since  done)  to  contribute  them  to  the  Lyceum  ;  and  now,  after  waiting  se- 
veral  years  loDger,  in  the  hope  that  something  more  etfectual  than  ihe  former  attempt  would  be  done,  the  under- 
signed  has  determined  on  making  the  experiment ;  if  it  is  carried,  at  first,  no  further  than  the  formation  of  a 
Repository  for  specimenB  which  might  otherwise  be  lost,  or  which  are  so  widely  scattered  amongst  private  in- 
dividuals  as  to  be  but  of  iittle  service  to  the  advancement  of  science  in  this  country  :  and  it  is  wilh  the  highest  sa- 
tisfaction  the  writer  has  it  in  his  power  to  announce  the  consent  of  Hia  Excellkncy,  Sir  Francis  Bond  Head, 
our  high-minded  and  intellectual  Lieutenant  Governor,  (under  a  powerful  reco.nmendation  from  that  dislin- 
guished  officer,  Captain  Bonnycastle  of  the  Royal  Engineers,)  that  a  piece  cf  ground,  at  the  west  end  of  the 
Oity  of  Toronto,  which  has  been  already  surveyed,  shali  be  appropriated  for  the  gardena,  and  aa  the  site  of  tho 
necesaary  buildinga. 

Severalhundredsof  well-pr3servedspecimensofNATURAL  History;  Quadrupeds  ;  Birds  ;  Fish;  Reptiles; 
Inaecls  ;  Shells  ;  Fossils  ;  Minerals  ;  S[c.  Sfc. ;  and  a  few  good  Pictures,  with  other  subjects  of  Vertu,  aro 
already  in  store  for  exhibition  in  the  proposed  Institute  ;  sufficicnt  to  form  a  respectabie  begiining  ;  anJ  it  is 
hoped  the  example  will  be  speedily  followed  by  those  who  have  it  in  their  powei*  to  patroaize  the  undertaking,  by 
contributions. 

The  plan,  to  which  it  is  the  object  of  the  prosent  Address  to  call  public  attention,  is,  forihwith  to  establisk 
a  Repository  in  .he  City  of  Toronto  for  all  subjects  of  Natural  History  of  interest ;  but,  more  especially  for 
thoae  which  are  tho  native  productions  of  British  America  ;  under  tho  tiile  herein  adopted  ;  with  a  viow  to  its 
becoming,  hereafter,  an  extensive  Provinc!A,l  Mvisšcm,  and  Galiery  of  ihe  Fine  Arts;  tho  ibundation  of 


drawn  at  pleasure,  atthe  oplion  of  the  contributor,  whose  namo  may  be  attachod  to  the  spccimen,   vnd  ent«rod  in 
a  book  to  be  kept  for  tlmt  purpose. 

Thc  lail  valuo  will  bc  paid  at  iho  Institution  to  persons  who  cannot  afford  to  give,  or  loan,  their  specimcns ; 
and  artists,  competont  to  tho  tuiik,  will  bo  found  at  all  times  rcady  to  preserve  recent  subjecls,  in  the  best  possi- 
ble  manner.
